This means that Soccer fans do exist in Aus- 
tralia, but fhe “good show” is missing and also 
the big names which will attract the public’s 
interest. 

It is ridiculous to believe that youngsters will 
be touched by the “Soccer zoo”! The youth of 
today looks far ahead. They want to be like 
Bjorn Borg to become famous. They want to 
equal Dennis Lillee to become national heroes, 
and they want to be equal to Pele to solve their 
life’s problems and the problems of their chil- 
dren’s children. 

In Australia, who will the youth idolise? And 
which Soccer players will they imitate in glory 
and money? No one! 

Let’s put it clearly into our heads that Soccer 
can’t be taken one step ahead, without improving 
the “show” beforehand. And mostly if we don’t 
produce big names, which will be talked about by 
the rest of the world, as we talk about overseas 
players. 

Here is a good question for our hundreds of 
coaches: “Can they produce our Maradona?”

With the escalation of rich rewards avail- 
able to today's top footballing stars and 
Clubs, the Referee’s job has gone from 
difficult to well-nigh impossible.

‘There must always be an aggrieved party 
in such an adjudication who can call to his 
aid ‘prosecution’ slow-motion replays and

The SA Soccer Federation is contemplating taking some 
control over the mushrooming five-a-side scene. 


Federation secretary Mr 
Peter Nikolich revealed this 
last week. 

“Anything which in- 
volves any sort of Soccer 
should come under the 
Federation umbrella,” he 
said. 

“Apart from any other 
aspect, we are concerned at 
some of the injuries being 
suffered by senior players 
during indoor five-a-side 
games.” 


He said that while noth- 
ing could be proved, there 
was a suspicion that some 
players claim injuries came 
in league matches to qualify 
for accident fund pay- 
ments, while in reality they 
were hurt playing “fives.” 

Unlike many five-a-side 
competitions overseas, the 
local variety allows tackling 
— and with some of the 
players cast-offs from the 
outdoor leagues, or men 
who could never make it, 
or who are over the hill, 
some of the challenges are 
outrageous. 


Punch-ups are not 
uncommon, and while the 
Federation wants to 
encourage all Soccer it, 
does want competitions to 
be controlled. 


When we went to press 
the SA Federation Board 
had still not decided on a 
new coach for the State 
team. 

We make one suggestion 
which may save them time, 
and heartaches. 

Ask Hawks’ boss Billy 
Birch to take the job. 

Firstly, he is working 
full-time at Soccer, while 
Giants’ coach Bob D'Ot- 
tavi has a managerial job 
with a large brick man- 
ufacturer. 

There is no other coach 
in SA who does not have to 
work outside of Soccer. 

The squad is obviously 
going to contain more PSL 
players than local league 
men, and Birch and D'Ot- 
tavi would be able to work 
out an amicable arrange- 
ment to pool their players.

Walls on the touchlines also will be 
erected to cut down on the ball going out of play. 
All contributing to great pressure in training. 

. The pitch area will be cut down, again with the 

object of creating pressure. 
emphasis will be placed on off-the-ball play 


with time limits to win back ion fast. 
Arok’s thoughts are that the longer the opponents. 
have the ball, the more they are “stealing time” 
from your team in which to score your goals. 

The St manager went on to say that his new 
methods at training, all designed to achieve pressure 
football, will eventually start to pay dividends. Arok 
underlined that he does not care who he plays against, 
they will all be subjected to this aggressive pressure 
football; State, PSL or national sides will all cop the 
same treatment. 

During his speech to the press, he did not hide the 
fact that St Cooree have been deeply hurt by the 
relegation they suffered from the PSL. 

‘Arok’s attitude and reaction is fiery, seeking revenge 
for the humiliation bestowed on his club. 

Only two weeks ago in the Ampol Cup game with 
Riverwood, I saw Arok’s mob literally crush River- 
wood in the first half with some unbelievable pressure 
football, as shots rained in on the Riverwood goalie. 

Tt is early days yet, but one could feel the very 
positive, aggressive and killer vibrations drifting across 
the dining room of the Soccer club. 

Arok’s pride has been hurt and now he is seeking 
revenge for the club he loves so much. 

Good luck Frank, Soccer needs a strong St George.
